The Government- Takes Over 


Make an Example of Lewis 


Over the teletype this morning came the news all America 


was expecting: The government has seized the coal mines. 


President Roosevelt's order came 


through when John L. Lewis, head 
of the United Mine Workers, defied 
an ultimatum to get his coal miners 
back on the job by 10 o'clock this 
morning. 


Apparently Lewis sought refuge 


in a quibble rather than risk issu- 
ing a strike call. Lewis advised his 
unionists that they did not have a 
contract with the coal operators 
and therefore "should not trespass 
on mine properly"—which amount- 
ed to an order lo walk off Ihc job. 


It would be 
foolish 
to 
waste 


sarcasm on Lewis in the unexpect- 
ed role of a prolcclor 
of 
legal 


rights. 
The situalion rises above 


one man, above one union, above 
an entire induslry—for Ihc safety 
of Ihc nation is at stake. 


The government has got to get 


the coal mines back into produc- 
tion, and keep them there, to fur- 
nish fuel for the 
war 
machine. 


Lewis should be dealt with quick 
and hard. And if the government 
still finds obstructionism in 
the 


mines then Ihc entire structure of 
the United Mine Workers union can 
be dissolved for the duration of the 
war, 
wilh govcrnmcnl administrat- 


ors replacing union machinery in 
the negotiations between men and 
management. 


You understand thai

union, like any other organization 
whether incorporated or not, has 
authority to do business only 
as 


provided by law. Take away the 
protection given unions by modern 
American law and the nation-wide 
United Mine Workers would soon 
break up into merely local union 
groups

RIDAY, AUGUST Jl.Cont.-While the Marines were 
closing a pincers on the Jap invasion force along the 


1'eruru, I worked my way forward, crawling between 
i'olleys, flopping to earth when a shell or grenade burst. 
(looked across the river into the shadowy cocoanut grove 
ivhere only 150 yards from us the advance elements of the 
Japs were located. But no Japs were visible—a perfectly 
normal condition in this jungle warfare. 


The volleys of machine gun and rifle fire from the 


depths of the grove grew louder. Col. Cresswell's people 
xvere rolling the Japs toward us. Suddenly 1 saw the dark
